For you old desert rats and 
dyed-in-the-wool trail riders, some of 
this will be old hat. But for you new 
riders who are just starting out on 
Hodakas or are thinking about getting a 
bike, maybe this article will be of some 
help to you. 

Hodaka has been somewhat like a 
motorcycling V.W. They built one bike 
then built on that design. Since day one, 
Hodaka has remained the same basic 
bike. Thousands of miles of racing have 
brought out the weak points and then 
the weak points were fixed, making a 


bike that doesn’t appear to be, but is, 


one of the most bulletproof 
motorcycles on the market. 


IN THE BEGINNING 

When the first Hodakas arrived in the 
United States (The Hodaka was 
designed on a table napkin in a bench 
racing session over a cup of coffee in a 
restaurant.) they were funny little red 
and chrome 90cc putt-putts. 

I don’t know if Hodaka planned it 
that way or it just happened, but the 
time was right. It was 1964 when this 
little bike found its way into usage it 
was never meant for. This was during 
the days when we still had a desert to 
ride in and the 100cc Trailbike class was 
coming back strong. Y 

At that time our desert here in the 
West was wide open and we had 
100-mile Hare and Hounds over the best 
riding desert that could be asked for. 

That funny little red and chrome 
bike was due for a big surprise because 
we also had some up-and-coming heroes 
who had an eye on it. 


RACING 

Two riders who were relatively 
unknown at that time have since made 
legend for the whole world. They have 
established a scorching trail across the 
desert for every 100cc Trailbike rider to 
follow. 

In my opinion, Jack and Frank 
Morgan did more toward the 
development of the new Hodaka that 
you buy today then a whole army of 


50 years. 

Frank had the first Hodaka. He 
bought it in May of 1964, the day 
before Mother’s Day, as his wife’s 
Mother’s Day present. How many times 
‘have you heard one of your buddies say, 
“Well, Mother’s Day (They will 
sometimes use Christmas, too.) is 
coming up. Guess I better get her anew 
400cc Maico and maybe she will let me 
rideit:” 

Well, Frank dragged his little bike 
over to brother Jack’s house to show 
him his new toy, Jack’s first reaction 
was, “Ha! Ha! What the hell is that 





thing?” But after a little bench racing, 
Jack got the idea.that it might be a fun 
bike to play with; idle away some of his 
spare time and give him some good 
exercise. Just what he needed: to build 
up his muscles. Without his shirt on he 
looks like Mr. Atlas and if you don’t 
believe me, choose him off right now 
for a 100-mile Hare and Hound across 
the roughest chunk of desert you can 
find. You will soon find out what kind 
of a racer he is. 

Well, these little bikes with their 
funny little tires and headlights were 
pulled into the garage. The “idle time” 
soon became many long nights of 
burning the midnight oil and skinned 
knuckles; but when they were done 
they had 100cc racers that made the 
best of 250ce bikes work for their gold. 

It was 1965. Jack’s desert number 
was 13, Frank was No. 68. For the year 
1966, Jack earned the Number | plate 
and Frank, Number 6 (He got off and 
hurt his shoulder and was out of it for 
half the season.). 

The Hodaka was here to stay because 
the would-be racers, the Father who 
wanted to play tuner, the rider who had 
been beating his body across the desert 
on 650cc bikes was ready for something 
new. Hodaka, a $400 bike (at that 
time), had put the fun back into desert 
racing. 

Jack Morgan was a serious racer. He 
didn’t like to be beat. He held the 
Number One Desert Trailbike plate for 
five years straight, and probably won 
more 


Trailbike rider ever has or ever will, 
Frank? Well, you’d have to know Frank 
as I do to understand him. He rode for 
the fun of racing; he just wasn’t 
interested in being the best. When he 
did come out to the races, you knew it 
would probably be brother Jack or 
Frank in the front of the Trailbikes 
when it was all over. 

This Hodaka is the little bike that 
started off some of our heroes in 
today’s motocross: riders like Bryar 


Holcomb, Mark Blackwell, Gary Bailey 
and Jeff Wright, just to name a few. 
BRINGING IT UP TO DATE 

Today we have a 125cc Hodaka 
called the Wombat and a whole new 
thing for the new heroes for tomorrow. 

At this point, you can make a 
selection of what you want and usually 
that has. to do with how much money 
you've got to spend. 

For $1000 you can go and buy a 
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bike off the showroom floor that’s 
race-ready, Well, almost ready. Maybe 
all you have to do is change the tires, 
shocks, bars, carb, do a little porting 
and head work, and have a pipe built for 
it; but at least you won’t have to take 
the lights off it. 

Hodaka figured out years ago that 
most bike riders will leave a bike as it is, 
or else change it completely. 
BUILDING A RACER 

The 125cc Wombat will cost. you 
$665 and they left all the fun in it for 
you. You can do just like we did with 
the 90cc Hodaka in the Old Days. 

Take your new Wombat home; break 
out your new tool kit that comes with 
the bike and pull all the street garbage 
off. Now it looks something like a racer, 
anyway. Hodaka knows they can’t 
please every racer with the same tires or 
shocks, so they just put the right size 
wheels on it: 21” up front, 18” on the 
rear, tires that are just fine for the rider 
that wants a plunker and shocks that 
work fine for trail riding and bird 
watching. 

But you have $350 to spend before 
you get that $1000 motocross-ready 
racer plus a $200 cushion on top of 
that. So let’s build a racer. We have 
quite a ways to go before we reach our 
$350 limit, and we will use the other 
$200 to buy the little wife or Mom a 
tent and camp stove so we can go to the 
races the night before. 

We need fork kit, shocks, and tires. 

Now, on our desert bike that Jeff 
Jeffries rides (which is the bike we use 
for research and development for Tiger 
Dist.), I use a Webco fork kit, Curnutt 
shocks, 3.00x21 Barum front tire and 
3.50x18 Nitto rear tire. No need to do 
anything else; as far as handling goes, it 
works fine. We use the stock tank for 
the desert. (Need the extra gas.) 

Our motocross bike is owned 
and sponsored by Kal-Gard (I’m just the 
contracted tuner.), and Tony Rogers 
rides this one. I use the same fork kit, 
Curnutt shocks and a plastic Pacific 
Customs tank, It holds enough gas for a 
motocross and is lighter than the stock 
tank, The bike weighs about 180 Ibs. 
race-ready with a 2.75x21 Barum tire 
up front and `a 4.00x18 Cheng-Shin rear 
tire. 

For the little Steens 100cc, like we 
did for Val Kimbrough, you take out 
the 100cc “B” engine, go down to your 
local Hodaka dealer, plunk down your 
$250 and get a 125cc Wombat engine, 
bolt it in and hang on. If it’s “built” like 
Val’s, hang on double hard and point it. 

Well, now we have a superlight bike 
that looks, feels, and handles as good as 
the best of them; but it has one 
problem. It’s slow. 

Hodaka didn’t build the Wombat for 
racing, though. They built it to do just 
what it does: produce good bottom end 
torque that will take you any place you 
want to go and be dependable neough 
to pump water for 20 years without 
breaking. We know it’s not a racing 
engine, so let’s build one, 


GO TO WORK 

We have a stock port timing with the 
exhaust’ open 100 degree A.T.D.C.; 
transfers, 120 degree A.T.D.C. and 
intake closing 71 degree A.T.D.C. — big 
deal. What do these figures mean to 
you? Since this is for the Father-tuner 
and the rider who wants to do his own 
thing, I'll try to explain it and keep it 
simple.

There are 360 degrees in a circle, 
which is the distance the crankshaft 
turns in one revolution, and the amount 
of time we keep the ports closed or 
open determines what kind of 
horsepower we get out of the engine. 

Now you can see there are a million 
combinations that can be had out of 
this 360 degree circle. You could spend 
the next 10 years and a boxcar-load of 
cylinders trying all the combinations 
you could think of, 

We build all our racing engines in 
thousandths of an inch dimensions. It’s 
more accurate than using the millimeter 
scale for me, but I will use both figures, 
and you can use whichever you like. 
Pull the cylinder off, get out your 
grinding tools, and let’s go to work, 


HOW 

Take a can of Machinist’s Dykeman, 
red or blue, whichever color turns you 
on, and paint the surface of the 
cylinder. Paint the top of the exhaust 
port. Transfer ports are left stock, so no 
need to paint these, but paint the 


bottom of the intake port. 

Measure from the top of the cylinder 
down 1.150 thousandths (or 29.2097 
mm). Scribe a line across the top of the 
exhaust port. Now measure again from 
top of cylinder to bottom of intake 
port: 


3.350 thousandths or 85.0892 


mm and scribe another line. 

Now file and grind away this metal 
that you have marked off, being very 
careful not to go past the lines, Blend all 
edges into smooth port angles for the 
best flow pattern, Refer to Diagram-No. 
l. Be sure and maintain radius in the 
exhaust port corners. 

This gives you a port timing that will 
give you an engine for good all ‘round 
motocross and desert racing. For the 
Expert motocross, desert and TT rider, 
raise the exhaust port another .039370 
thousandths (Or one millimeter.) and 
lower the intake. .039370 thousandths 
(one millimeter). This will give more top 
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its desert abilities, 


end with some loss of low end torque. 

The first set of port timing, figures is 
what I used in the Steen’s bike for Val. 

Both of these port figure sets can be 
used with the installation of the reed 
valve. 

The reed valve. assembly can be 
purchased from your local Hodaka 
dealer. Installation of a reed valve on 
your cylinder will give you a broader 
power band with gobs of low end 
torque. But it must be installed properly 
to work right and, on the Wombat, it’s 
not an easy job to do. The ring pins (to 
keep the rings from turning) are right in 
the way. Some tuners will say that on 
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pistons like the Wombat, it makes no 
difference; you can run the open ends 
of the ring in the port with no problem, 
but I don’t buy that idea because after a 
while the tips of the rings will wear 
enough so that they may break and ruin 
the cylinder, 

If you use a stock piston, | advise 
that you have the reed port machined 
into the back of the cylinder, between 
the ring pins, being careful not to break 
the bridge. Refer to Diagram No, 2. 

Hodaka will be coming out soon with 
a kit for the Wombat called the Combat

County Raceway. We have used them 
for several years. We were equally 
unhappy with their services and are at a 
loss to explain how they could have 
misjudged the demands. 

The Trans; AMA cost many 
thousands of dollars to stage. The costs 
to promoters from the AMA have risen, 
‘the purses have risen, advertising and 
promotion costs have risen, equipment 
and maintenance costs have risen, hence 
the $6.00 admission fee. Most of the 
series admissions were also up from last 
year. The increased costs were beyond 
our control, It is naive not to expect it 
to cost more to see the Europeans race 
in this country. 

If you are going to devote one entire 
column to hitting only one of hundreds 
of promoters and motorcycle parks, 
why pick on us again? And to think I 
was happy when Dave Swift left!

The Milwaukee company history is 
published in a handsome, paperbound 
booklet titled, “The Story of Harley- 
Davidson”, It’s a rather slight volume, 
only 55 pages. The sepia-tone photo- 
graphs evoke an old fashioned, almost 
quaint image of America’s only motor- 
cycle manufacturer., One word comes to 
mind; a word often used, by some as 
criticism and by others as praise, to 


characterize the Harley-Davidson Motor 


Company: CONSERVATIVE, 

The text closes with the following 
words; 

‘Harley-Davidson grew up in the twen- 
tieth century, a period when the world 
changed more rapidly than ever before, 
Thus, management learned early that 
they would have to make changes in 
keeping with the changing times, 

“The Company’s prosperity and 
strength after years of economic booms, 
busts, depression, recession, inflation, 
wars, market changes and domestic and 
foreign competition shows how well they 
learned the lesson of proper and timely 
change. 

“The two families did not hesitate to 
make Harley-Davidson stockavailable to 
the public when, in April of 1965, they 
saw that such action would make the 
company more viable and would insure 
further expansion and growth. 

“After going public, Harley-David- 
son’s management found itself with an 

- added responsibility; not only did they 
have to meet the growing needs of cus- 
tomers and dealers, but they now had 
to recognize their obligations to their 
new stockholders, F

“Because of this duty to stockholders 
and to assure dealers and customers 
that Harley-Davidson would continue to 
satisfy their increasing demands, late in 
1968 management recommended a mer- 
ger with another great corporation, Am- 
erican Machine and Foundry Company, 
a world wide leader in the production 
and distribution of leisure time and in- 
dustrial products.

WHAT HAPPENED AND WHY 


The Pre-Boom Years 


Before exploring between the lines 
of the company statement above, let’s 
look into Harley Davidson’t less recent 
history: ` 


Harley wasn’t hurting. From the mid- 


Board trackin’ was big in the 1920's. 


sixties to the present day, customer 
demand for the big Milwaukee iron has 
exceeded the supply. When the real 
growth of American motorcycling began, 
just after World War II, most of the 
earliest manufacturers had called it 
quits, The names Yale, Minnesota, Pope, 
Merkel, Cleveland, Thor and Henderson 
belonged to another era. With the demise 
of Indian in 1953, Harley-Davidson stood 
in sole possession of the made-in-A- 
merica motorcycle market, 

Under the command of a second gener- 
ation of Harleys and Davidsons, the 
company grew steadily into the next 
decade, In 1960, Aermacchi Harley- 
Davidson was formed in Italy, a 50/50 
venture with Aeronautica Macchi S.p.A, 
H-D found it economically impossible to 
produce a competitive lightweight in the 
U.S., and the agreement marked the 

/ company’s renewed interest in the rap- 
idly expanding off-road market. Aer- 
macchi produced the 250, and later, 350cc 
four-stroke Sprints. Earlier H-D two- 
strokes gave way to a series of Italian 
ring-dingers ranging from 50to 125cc’s. 


While H-D obviously recognized that 
the lightweight/off-road/dual purpose 
machine was on the way in, it would 
seem they seriously underestimated the 





stantiated rumor, 


market’s growth rate, Their best light- 
weight, for the serious dirt scratcher, 
is the 100cc Baja, Designed by Jack 
Chrisman in 1968, it became a pro- 
duction model in 1970. Though Harley 
was handicapped by a late start against 
the competition, the Baja proved to be 
a successful dirt machine. 


Racing: 
World's Fastest Motorcycle 


To their enduring credit, Harley David- 
son has consistently fielded a strong 
racing team in national competition. In 
the past 19 years Harley riders have 
captured 14 National Championship ti- 
tles, The H-D marque has established 
countless records in nearly all com- 
petition categories, and at this writing 
they still hold the two-wheeled Land 
Speed Record (265.492 mph), 


Some competitors say that Harley’s 
early victories were secured, through 
their muscle within the (All) American 
Motorcycle Association, by regulating 
the competition rules to restrict compet- 
itive foreign, machinery. Although this 
situation no longer exists, the growth 
of American participation in internat- 
ional competition was tħwarted. 

Harley-Davidson rider Mark Brels- 
ford won the National title in 1972, 
his brother Scott took the Junior title, 
and H-D took the manufacturer’s award 
as well, The winning tradition continues 
in Milwaukee, they just have to work at 
it a little harder now. Much of the credit 
for getting the hard work done goes to 
head Racing Engineer Dick O’Brien, 
a firm believer in the principle of 
building a factory racer that normal 
folks can afford, The problem now is 
to produce enough to field a winning 
factory team and also supply the pri- 
vateers who are knocking at the door, 


Two-stroke fans, and all those hoping 
to see Yamaha challenged in middle- 
weight road racing, may be pleased to 
consider the possibility that, by next 
Christmas, your local Harley dealer 
may sell you a bona fide twin. cylinder 
H-D Aermacchi racer, First, understand’ 
that Aermacchi is a conservative Ital- 
ian company (though that may seem a 
contradiction in terms). They’ve been 
working on road racers for many years, 
and probably brought the four-stroke 
single to its developmental pinnacle, 
Now, with factory racer Renzo Paso- 
lini aboard a two-stroke, Aermacchi 
appears to mean business, Sure, it will 
cost more than a Sprint, But chances 
are it’ll handle like Sophia Loren and 
go like a combination of lasagna and 
prune juice.

TOWARD ACQUISITION 
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The Divine Wind Strikes Again 


“Okay. If Harley-Davidson was so 
great, how come they were bought out 
by a big conglomerate?” you may ask. 

While their unit sales volume continued 
to increase through the mid-sixties, Har- 


. ley’s share of the motorcycle market 


decreased, It’s an obvious conclusion 
that H-D did not anticipate the Japan- 
ese success in America with light- and 
middleweight bikes, or the ensuing boom 
in motorcycle sales. As late as 1966 
Harley-Davidson’s advertising and pro- 
motion efforts were, at best, conser- 
vative. It wasn’t until 1969 that this 
conservatism began to evaporate. 

Harley-Davidson could not compete 
on a volume basis with the Japanese, 
Experiencing steadily rising sales, H-D 
struggled to meet the increasing demand 
for the big V-twins - a demand enhanced 
by the Japanese promotional victory in 
selling motorcycling as a fun thing, 
The early Aermacchi lightweights were 
cobby looking items compared with their 
Oriental counterparts, 

The. beginning of the end of Harley- 
Davidson as a conservative family bus- 
iness came in 1968, While sales were 
still up, the increase was only two 
million dollars over 1967, compared with 
an average rise of nearly seven million 
in each of the previous three years, 
And net income dropped slightly in 1968, 
But before felling sorry for ole H-D, 
consider the fact that even in 1971, 
holding only about five percent of the 
market in terms of machines sold, they 
had a considerably larger dollar share 
of the market, 

Thus, the stage was set for a mer- 
ger with a large corporation, The trad- 
itional Harley-Davidson conservatism 
was giving way to a more aggressive 
stance in the market. But the changes 
came slowly (conservatively, one might 
say), and with good reason, You don’t 
mess with a successful thing. 

While H-D worked for identity in the 
“first-time-buyer’? market, virtually - 
created by the Japanese, they maintained 
their profitably unique position in the 
heavyweight field, The Harley manage- 
ment came to recognize that what they 
needed was not a new image, but a more 
comprehensive image. Their long stand- 
ing identity as builders of tank-like 
touring machines and firebreathing road- 
burners was at once a strength and a 
weakness, Thousands of potential cus- 
tomers were unaware that Harley offered 
anything but big iron, at a big price, 
And many who did know had no desire 
to be identified with cops, outlaws, 
racers or the pre-psychedelic subcul- 
ture with a fixation for turning motor- 
cycles into rolling Christmas trees.

Three TT’s at Ascot 


A 100-lap TT steeplechase — the first 
$3,000 Regional Championship staged 
in California under new American 
Motorcycle Association rules — will 
climax three winter TT events at Ascot 
Park, Sunday, March 18. 

The series will actually being Sunday, 
January 14 with a regular AMA event, 
but the first race and the second one, 
Sunday, February 25, will have a special 
meaning to Novices and Juniors. 

“We've worked out a TT schedule 
with AMA headquarters that should 
have some unusual incentives for fans 
and riders alike,” said Agajanian, Ascot 
president and general manager. 

Under the new plan, Juniors and 
Novices will be awarded points for the 
January and February events. 

The points will be combined for both 
races, and the top 16 only in each 
category will then be invited to the 
Regional event. 

In the Expert division, the first 30 
qualifiers on March 18. will transfer 
immediately to the 100-lap final. The 
next 12 will compete in a semifinal with 
the first three in that race joining the 
field of 33 in the main show. 

The 100-lap TT, a popular winter 
program during the days Agajanian 
merely leased the premises at Ascot, 
wasn’t held last year, because the new 
ownership was involved in a big 
remodeling program. 

Regional events are an AMA 
innovation this season. National events 
will be limited to Experts, and Juniors 
and Novices must achieve their 
recognition through these programs. 
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Rich Eierstedt was 250 Expert winner at Carlsbad.

Honda has filled a slot in the 
increasingly competitive mini-cycle 
market rather well with their SL-70, 
Not to be outdone, they have 
introduced a new bike to compete with 
the hotter racing mini-cycles by which 
the SL-70 was in danger of being 
outclassed. 

The XR-75 isnot designed to replace 
the SL-70. It is strictly an off-road 
vehicle with no equipment available to 
qualify the bike for street legal status, 
while the SL-70 comes equipped with 
lights, speedometer and other 
equipment which enables it to be 
street-licensed, 

The SR-75 is a totally new design, 
both engine and frame. The 72cc single 
overhead cam engine closely resembles 
the 100 and 125cc singles which Honda 
uses in their lightweight Motosports. It’s 
basically a good engine and should be 
bulletproof. The XR-75 engine even 
shares the clutch with the 100, so 
needless to say it will take a lot of

abuse. The bike is super quiet, being 
equipped with a muffler which looks 
like it came right off the SL-100. It also 
has an approved spark arrestor in case 
you want to ride up in the forests. No 
horsepower figures are available but I 
would estimate 7 HP. For the 
mini-racers it shouldn’t be hard to pull a 
much higher horsepower figure retaining 
reliablity. 

The frame looks like a miniaturized 
copy of an XL-250 except that the 
single downtube does not run 
completely under the. engine but 
terminates at the bottom front of the 
engine; again, similar to the SL-100 
frame. As per usual Honda construction 
policy it looks like it will take a lot of 
abuse without any problems. 

Other advantages over the SL-70 
include primary kick starting which 
enables the XR-75 to be started in any 
of its four gears. It has a longer (44.8”’) 
wheelbase for better straight-line 
stability and sits lower, which may or 
may not be an advantage depending on 
the type of terrain overwhich the bike is 
ridden, due to the decreased ground 
clearance, If desert riding is on tap, for 
your mini-race, a good skid plate should 
be installed to protect the engine, For 
track events, the lower center of gravity 
will really help in cornering. 

The rear shocks are improved over 
the SL-70 but still not up to Koni or 
other replacement standards. Most 
serious racers will replace them. The 
front forks give good damping and 
provide adequate travel. 

Nine year-old Doug Tullis 
volunteered to wring out his new XR-75 
for pictures and appraisal. Doug owned 
a SL-70 before so was able to provide 
some comments on the handling and 
power differences between the two 
bikes. The only change to the bike from 
stock was to install Maverick shocks on 
the rear, 

We did the test at Cerritos Cycle Park 
and drew many interested observers to 
check out the XR-75. Watching the 
XR-75 in action, it was soon apparent 
the bike is a good handler. It tracked 
through the whoop-de-doos'straight and 
had the power to keep up with anything 
in his class, Doug also ran right with the 
90cc bikes on the tighter parts of the 
course.

SUNNYMEAD, CAL., Dec. 10, 1972 — 
All day long the temperature hovered 
around freezing and snow would fall 
from time to time but that didn’t-deter 
the hillclimbers as De Anza Cycle Park 
had seventy entrants, more than at any 
previous hillclimb held there. A new run 
was used today and although it was a 
little longer than the old run it was 
smoother and not quite as steep, 
therefore not as many machines were 
destroyed on the way back down the 
hill. 

From the starting point to the top of 
the hill is a distance of 330 feet.

On the other hand, a growing number 
of consumers did aspire to one or more 
of those categories. And others, with no 
need to assume, or avoid, any par- 
ticular image, saved their bucks toward 
the goal of finally moving up to their 
version of the ultimate motorcycle - 
the Harley V-twin. 

Though Cycle News readers are no 
doubt somewhat-more or less-a little- 
casually or intimately familiar with these 
machines, others (recent immigrants, 
etc.) deserve at least a brief descrip- 
tion: The heavy duty Harleys are offer- 
ed in three configurations - big, bigger 
and biggest. In ‘quotes are their res- 
pective advertising slogans, 

1) Big; ‘‘Carve your name on blacktop,”’ 
XLCH-1000; the lean mean mother, dis- 
tinctive baritone exhaust note, At home 
on the highway, drag strip, in front of 
the pool hall or in Lucy’s driveway. 
Very fast, reliable. Automotive counter- 
part; Corvette. 

2) Bigger: ‘‘Just add ego, And go,’’ 
FX-1200; also lean, bigger engine and 
disc brakes at both ends. Vast styling 
improvement over previous models, Not 
quite so fast, reliable,- Auto counter- 
part: Pontiac Grand Prix ae 
3) Biggest: ‘‘Love affair, Mile after 
mile after mile,’’ FLH-1200; The long- 
distance heavy cruiser. Packs two up 
and eight cases of beer with noproblem, 
Conservative acceleration, Auto coun- 
terpart: Cadillac, 

Big and Biggest, the top sellers, 
appeal to two distinctly different buyers. 
Big is like a Doberman, quick and 
snarling. Biggest is a St, Bernard, com- 
forting and durable. The same charac- 
teristics appeal to both customers; 
strength, prestige and stamina, And 
though one group forsakes function(wide 
seat, luggage rack) in search of form 
(banana seat, tiny gas tank), the basic 
appeal is held in common: Guts, 

In 1968, a number of Harley-David- 
son shareholders decided that, while it 
was nice to have a big American motor- 
cycle, it would be nicer to have stock 
in a big American corporation. Faster 
than you can say ‘Diversification’, the 
offers came rolling in, 


THE MERGER MADE 


Bangor Punta vs. Gott’s Artillery 


Two large conglomerates expressed 
serious interest in acquiring Harley- 
Davidson; Bangor Punta (Yankee motor- 
cycles) and American Machine and Foun- 
dry. AMF is the largest manufacturer of 
leisure-time products in America, In 
the past five years, since Rodney C. 
Gott became chief executive, AMF’s 
sales have gone up 33% and its net 
income has increased by 70%. Gott, 61, 
is a West Point grad and commanded

an artillery unit under General Patton 
in World War II, He rides a Harley- 
Davidson XL-1000 (formerly the Sport- 
ster) and a FLH-1200 (formerly the 
Electra-Glide), He also heads a group of 
corporate executive motorcyclists known 
as the “AMF Angels”. 


The Bangor Punta offer was also under 
consideration. According to Harley’s 
Executive Vice-President, Marketing, 
John A, Davidson: 

“Bangor Punta approached the Harley- 
Davidson management while we were 
talking with AMF, and also talking with 
others, We assessed the Bangor Punta 
offer and felt that AMF’s offer was 
much more attractive. We also felt 
that AMF was a better company for us,’’ 

Thus, the H-D management turned 
down the Bangor Punta proposition, But 
Bangor Punta persisted and decided to 
approach Harley’s shareholders direct- 
ly. 

As John Davidson says, “The next 
chapter, so far as Bangor Punta was 
concerned, was a tender offer that they 
made direct to our shareholders, In 
investment circles I guess this is com- 
monly known as a ‘raid’, When we had 
our shareholders’ meeting on the AMF 
offer, Bangor Punta was also a con- 
sideration, Each shareholder had the 
opportunity at that time of voting for 
the merger with AMF, or voting for 
Bangor Punta,’’ ` 


Bangor Punta received less than five 
percent of the vote, and Harley- David- 
son became a wholly-owned subsidiary 
of AMF Incorporated, 


Bangor Punta had previously pur- 
chased stock from some of the Harley- 
Davidson shareholders, With too little 
time to transfer ownership of some of 


the stock, Bangor Punta filed a com- 
plaint in U. S, District Court, naming 
Harley-Davidson andAMF as defendants. 
This was apparently a last-ditch attempt 
to avert the merger with AMF, It would 
appear that Bangor Punta had little hope 
of gaining a decisive voting margin, 
since the suit was later dropped. 

Harley-Davidson thus joined the list of 
AMF-owned companies, which includes 
Alcort sailboats, Head skis, Tyrolia ski 
bindings, Ben Hogan golf clubs, Voit 
sporting goods, Roadmaster bicycles, 
Hatteras yachts, Skamper campers and 
AMF bowHng equipment. 

There were few immediate changes at 
Harley-Davidson, in its personnel or its 
products. Walter C. Davidson, then Vice- 
President - Sales, did retire shortly 
after the merger. That position went to 
John Davidson, who was recently pro- 
moted to Executive Vice President - 
Marketing, Charles Thompson joined the 
company as Sales Manager for motor- 
cycles and snowmobiles, He had formerly 
been a Harley dealer in Louisville, Ken- 
tucky. 

AMF patiently assessed the situation 
in Milwaukee and began establishing pri- 
orities. Changes within a 65-year-old 
family operation are not made impul- 
sively. AMF gradually undertook pro- 
grams of administrative streamlining, 
organizing procedures to conform with 
other corporate subsidiaries, In an in- 
terview published in Business Week, 
Sept. 16, 1972, Rodney Gott commented 
on his tactics. ‘‘This takes time, a cer- 
tain amount of bloodletting, and a meas- 
urable amount of tears, You have to 
overcome the lethargy in human nature 
over doing things a new way.’’ 

According to Business Week, Harley- 
Davidson sales have doubled since join- 
ing AMF, andits profits have quadrupled, 


Snowmobile Multiplicity 


One issue crucial to the Harley-David- 
son management was the snowmobile 
question, They made it clear in prelim- 
inary negotiations with AMF that Harley- 
Davidson had committed considerable 
design and development time to its snow- 
mobile program, AMF was already in the 
snowmobile field with its Ski-Daddler, 
manufactured by Western Tool, ButAMF 
had experienced distribution and cost 
problems with the Ski-Daddler, and Har- 
ley had a superior machine plus existing 
distribution facilities in its dealer net- 
work, 

AMF’s Western Tool suspended pro- 
duction and the remainder of its inven- 
tory was allocated to Harley-Davidson. 
The machines have now all been sold, 
and H-D continues to honor all warranty 
claims on them, 

The Harley snowmobiles, styled by 
William G, Davidson, Design Director, 
are American made with the exception 
of the Aermacchi engines, The orig- 
inal racing model was a rear-engine 
design, but the U.S. Snowmobile Assoc- 
iation would not approve it for racing 
in the conventional classes, So the 
rear-engine design has been shelved, at 
least temporarily.

The big 1 was originally designed for Mert 
Lawill’s championship bike, by Bill David- 
son and Ad Manager Duane Unkefer. 


The snowmobile boom appears to be 
leveling off, and some companies that 
made second-rate machines - or over- 
produced good machines -are in trouble, 
The market is glutted with cut-rate bar- 
gains, But John Davidson predicts a 
healthy future for H-D in snowmobiling. 

«I think we’re in the ‘weeding out’ 
phase, if you will, and it will boil down 
to perhaps eight or ten major manu- 
facturers who will participate in a much 
more sophisticated market in a few 
years, We plan to be one of those eight 
or ten,”

EXPANSION 
New Facilities, Faces, Features 


The tempo of expansion and develop- 
ment has increased at Harley-Davidson 
in the past year and a half, Former Vice 
President - Engineering, William J, Har- 
ley, died in 1971, He has been succeeded 
by Ralph Warkentin, who worked in the 
same capacity for White Motor Corpora- 
tion. Total employment figures have 
nearly doubled at H-D in the past five 
years. 


New is a half-million dollar comput- 
erized heat treating facility in Milwau- 
kee, and a large assembly plant in York, 
Pennsylvania. Production schedules are 
well up over previous years, Management 
has assured employees that expansion 
outside Milwaukee will not affect their 
jobs. Regarding the York plant, a com- 
pany bulletin stated, ‘‘Harley-Davidson 
foresees no loss of jobs at any of the 
Wisconsin facilities, but rather an in- 
crease in employment as the booming 
motorcycle, snowmobile and golf „car 
markets continue to grow.’’ 


More significant personnel changes 
have been made recently. William H, 
Davidson, father of John and William G., 
started in the factory in 1928, He became 
President of the company in 1942, and 
served in that position until 1971 when he 
became Chairman, He has been suc- 
ceeded as President by John H, O’- 
Brien, formerly Chairman and Manag- 
ing Director of Chrylser operations in 
South Africa, O’Brien established an 
admirable performance record with 
Chrysler and, by all appearances, he 
brings to his new job the hard-nosed 
determination that typifies the Rodney 
Gott style in management. 


Another AMF employee came to Har- 
ley-Davidson as Controller in 1971, Ger- 
ald A, White, more recently promoted to 
Vice President/Controller, had served 
with AMF’s Ben Hogan Company in 
Texas, The company announcement 
states that, ‘‘Mr. White’s appointmentis 
part of organizational changes being 
made in recognition of the need for broad- 
er realignment of functional management 
responsibilities. These changes are be- 
ing made in line with Harley-Davidson’s 
present growth and expected growth in 
future years.” 


Growth was proceeding satisfactorily 
at H-D until this past summer when a 
strike halted production for one month, 
It’s tempting to assume that increased 
production demands or inflexible man- 
agement prompted the walkout, But the 
union leadership accepted the manage- 
ment offer, only to have it voted down 
by the membership. At issue was a 
wage increase that, although unaccept- 
able to some of the workers, was the 
maximum allowed under President Nix- 
on’s wage control limit. After weeks of 
negotiation, the employees returned to 
work, ‘accepting a contract package that 
was virtually identical to the original 
offer. 

Harley’s concerted effort to catch up 
with the demand for high performance 
models was thus further delayed. 





The future success of Harley-Davidson 
will depend largely on maintaining the 
traditional “top of the heap” image of 
the heavyweight models, plus developing 
and emphasizing the lightweight ma- 
chines and in reducing the time between 
drawing board and production line for new 
models and features. 

The forecast indicates more direct 
coordination with Aermacchi H-D, now 
wholly owned by AMF, in developing rac- 
ing machines and competitively priced 
lightweights. New models will continue 
to be introduced in limited quantities and 
carefully evaluated for market feas- 
ibility. H-D probably considers this 
approach far more practical, especially 
in long range terms, than following the 
Japanese ‘“‘buckshot’’ approach of model 
proliferation, 

Evidence of the new thrust at Harley 
appears in the displacement increase for 
Sportsters, disc brakes, the Shortster 
mini bike and oil injection and 5-speed 
transmissions for the lightweights. Co- 
lors and trim are now consistent through-

out the line, featuring red, white and blue 
stripes for all the ‘‘Great American 
Freedom Machines.” 

Although Harley-Davidson can still be 
characterized as a conservative organi- 
zation within the framework of today’s 
motorcycle business, the association 
with AMF clearly indicates a new spirit 
of agressive vitality. We can only hope 
the British manage to provide a similar 
injection of vigorous competition in 
maintaining a dynamic market, Cost, of 
course, is the biggest obstacle in head-on 


competition with the Japanese. But, as ` 


Ralph Warkentin puts it, ‘‘Obviously 
when you have a built-in cost disadvan- 
tage, you have to do something else to 
keep the customers coming toyour door. 
The Japanese are designing very fine 
motorcycles, and if we have to produce 
at a higher cost then we have to build 
something that people want.’’ 

That philosophy, plus increased re- 
search and development, should insurea 
long and prosperous life for Harley- 
Davidson,

Up to now we’ve nibbled at the 
theories of fast cornering without 
touching very heavily on the motorcycle 
itself. So far I’ve tried to show what 
tires will do for you or against you, then 
gone into the basics of racing line. Now 
it’s time to throw in the machine which 

ay or may not allow you to develop 
ithe most in cornering power. 

Let’s look a minute at 
motorcycle as a free body and how it 
reacts to the forces around it. To do this 

e picture the motorcycle as a single 
isolated object beginning at rest. The 
weight of the machine for all practical 
[purposes can be pictured acting as a 
force straight down through the bike’s 
CG. If the machine is resting on the 
ground its weight presses down with a 
total force of “W” through the tires; but 

e can also say the ground presses UP 
on the tires with an equal and opposite 
force. Whee! Newton’s Third Law an’ all 
that. 

So in our picture if we take away the 
ground and look only at the motorcycle 
we can replace the ground’s influence 

y two forces “F” and “R” whose total 
is “W.” OK, now let’s talk about a 
typical 250. If it weighs 260 lb. and a 
160 rider mounts it the gross weight of 


_}man/machine is 420 Ib. We’ll call the 


weight distribution 50/50 tomake things 
easy, so at rest each wheel supports 210 
Ib. This will also be true at constant 
speed, straight up. Now, get ready for 
some mental exercise and check out Fig. 
1 to fix the size, weight and CG of-our 
imaginary 250 in your mind. - 

We’re going to talk about 
acceleration and a couple of things 
which work for and against you. If we 
continue to take our tire friction 
coefficient to be one, which makes 
things easier, then starting from rest or 
from equilibrium, a more precise 
engineering term which also covers 
constant speed, straight up, the max thrust 
available at the rear wheel is equal to 
the weight bearing on it, namely 210 lb. 
So in the initial instant of acceleration 
the max acceleration will be thrust (210 
Ib.) divided by weight (420 Ib.) or 0.5 


g's 


“Are these practical figures? Let’s go a 
little deeper into this 210 Ib. thrust. For 
ease of figuring we’ll say wheel diameter 


is 2 ft. so 210 lb. thrust at the tire 
contact patch is the same as 210 ft.-lb. 
of torque at the rear wheel hub. Sound 


like a lot? Remember, in low gear the 
overall ratio through final drive and 
gearbox is often well over 20 to 1. This 
means if an engine puts out 20 ft.-lb. at 
the crank, a good round figure for a 


250, there’s a goodly 300 ft.-lb. to be 
had at the rear wheel--IF you can use it. 
In our example you can’t use but 210 
lb.-ft. of it--at least not at first--which 
explains why simply winding it up and 
dumping the clutch is not the fastest 
way off the line. 

Here’s where weight transfer enters 
in. Check out Fig. 2. It’s a free body 
diagram, similar to Fig. 1. It illustrates 
the forces which play on the machine 
the instant the rider drops the hammer. 
Instead of letting it out with a bang our 
rider is feathering the throttle and 
clutch to deliver just 210 ft.-lb. to the 
rear wheel, the most it will take at that 
instant without wheelspin. Don’t you 
wish you were that good? As soon as 
the thrust comes on an equal and 
opposite reaction takes place acting 
through the bike’s CG, like in the 
drawing. Because the 210 Ib. thrust T 
and the 210 Ib. reaction act 20” apart 
(the CG height) this creates a “couple” 
or a torque reaction which tries to flip 
the motorcycle over backwards. It 
won’t of course or at least not in this 
example because the ground supports 
both wheels to hold the bike level. To 
make the system balance out (which it 
must) R must get larger than F to set up 
a “counter torque.” In effect this can be 
viewed as weight transfer from F to R 
and that’s just what it’s called. 

Now as the numbers work out,in that 
first instant that thrust takes hold,75 lb. 
gets transferred to the rear wheel, 
making the wheel loading 285 lb. Front 
wheel load decreases to 135 lb. Crazy. 
Now the rear tire will transmit 285 Ib. 
thrust so the rider can screw it on more 
and ease the clutch to throw 285 ft.-lb. 
to it. The increased thrust in turn 
generates increased weight transfer, but 
not as much this time. There’s a 
decreasing returns limit to this: 116 lb. 
weight transfer for the weight, 
wheelbase and CG placement of this 
particular machine. With typical springs 
and suspension this limit is usually 
reached in less than a second. The 
softness or hardness of the suspension 
controls the delay in weight transfer. 
This is a most critical second: one in 
which the rider’s intimate feel for his 
engine and his machine can make the 
difference between a bobbled start and 
a clean one. 

Now let’s bear down on this limit

THE THEORY 


FOR CAFE ROAD RACERS 


we've reached. For this onemotorcycle, 
50/50 balance, 56” wheelbase, 20” CG 
height, the max wheel loading due to 
weight transfer and also the max thrust 
is 326 Ib. (210 plus 116). This thrust 
divided by weight (420) gives 0.77 g 
max acceleration. That’s all. No more. 
Any more torque than 326 ft.-lb., even 
if the engine and gear train can deliver 
it, is wasted in wheelspin. This is 
UNLESS the rider does something 
extra. 

Look again at Fig. 2 and the dotted 
line connecting the CG with the tire 
contact patch. It so happens our 0.77 g 
acceleration figure also equals the 
tangent (a little trigonometry there) of 
the angle I’ve shown as “theta.” 
Hmmm. I won’t prove it here but for 
ANY man/machine you draw a line 
from the contact patch through the 
combined CG and your limiting 
acceleration will always equal the 
tangent of the angle that line makes 
with the ground. 

So we have tires which supposedly 
permit one g. The tangent of 45 degrees 
is also one. Then if our rider either 
stands up on the footpegs or hunkers 
backward or both he'll be using his 
body weight to shift the combined 
man/machine CG up and back toward 
that 45 degree line. Crazy. What if he 
pulls the CG above that line? Unless 
there’s a big ape handy to grab the front 
end and hold it down, a wheelie of 
course. 

This weight tranfer biz also works on 
braking’ and helps explain why good 
road bikes should have BIG front 
brakes. Weight transfer also lies behind 
the seasoned rider’s advice on how to 
use the front and rear brakes together. 
Any ding-ding in a panic situation can 
lock up the front wheel and drop the 
bike from a sudden grab for the front 
brake lever. The experienced rider 
knows weight transfer by the seat of his 
pants whether he’s been told about it or 
not. So he'll use a tap at the rear brake 
to set up weight transfer (illustrated in 
Fig. 3) then in one coordinated 
hand/foot movement he'll ease up on 
rear brake and squeeze on front brake 
until he’s achieved maximum weight 
transfer and settled into a stable braking 
mode. This is shown in Fig. 4, giving the 
“second instant” and limit conditions 
for our example 250: At the limit 
balanced, stable, 1 g braking at the 
maximum the tires will allow. It can 
only be done by a rider who, again, has 
intimate knowledge of his machine, its 
brakes, tires and suspension; who can 


automatically coordinate hand and foot 
with the weight transfer characteristics 
of his own bike. Again one of these 
characteristics is weight transfer delay 
and it has a lot to do with the safe feel 
of a given machine. 

Twice Ive mentioned this delay; 
it’s directly related to suspension 
stiffness. Here’s a rule of thumb: the 
softer the suspension, the longer the 
delay. Too soft and the bike’s reactions 
to throttle and brake are sluggish. Too 
hard and the suddenness of the bike’s 
responses will tend to provoke 
wheelspin or wheel locking. Tailoring 
the stiffness of the suspension for safe 
handling and good road feel is one of 
the most delicate tasks facing the 
designer and chassis tuner. It’s an art 
and that’s all PII say about it now. 

OK. So much for all this fore and aft 
business. How about forces in the lateral 
plane? When we look at the factors 
which come into play when the bike is 
laid over we really get into the 
nitty-gritty of cornering behaviour. 
Look at Fig. 5 and remember what I 
said about force resolution diagrams 
way back when I was talking about 
tires. It so happens that the weight W 
and the centrifugal force F resolve into 
a resultant R which passes through the 
tire contact area. I've also shown the 
equal and opposite reaction of the 
ground pressing back against the 
motorcycle for equilibrium. 

Note for all practical purposes that 
motorcycle is “hinged” on the tire 
contact line and rotates about it as an 
axis when banked over or picked up. 
Now if that resolved force R does not 
pass through the contact point it then 
becomes a torque which tends to rotate 
the bike/rider unit one way or the 
other. The rider, through weight shift 
and other means, controls this torque to 
steer the machine. 

OK how about that upward pointing 
reaction? In stable cornering with the 
rider all neatly tucked in it points right 
up at the motorcycle’s centerline. This 
would make you believe then that a 
motorcycle frame need only be designed 
to resist straight up forces. This is true 
until you hit a bump. Any bump. (See 
Fig. 6.) Hitting any bump in the road 
will tend to kick the wheel straight up 
from thé ground regardless of how the 
bike is heeled over. If the machine is 
fully cranked over near 45 degrees, one 
g, a sharp bump can put quite a twisting 
impact into the frame, not to mention 
playing hell with the rider’s pulse and 
respiration rate.

This is what engineers call 
a “free body diagram:” a picture which helps isolate in the mind the 
motorcycle as a free unit and the forces playing on it. At rest we have only the 
weight “W” acting downward through the CG and two forces representing the 
upward thrust of the ground against the wheels.

what you throw away when you put a spool hub on the front. 








So in road bikes at least one of the 
most critical factors in frame design is 
torsional stiffness: the ability to resist 
twisting. The reason this is so critical is 
that any time the frame twists the front 
and rear tires are twisted out of plane 
with each other (again, see Fig. 6). What 
this causes is “rear end steering,” an 
effect of the tires trying to roll on 
divergent paths. It is an effect which 
makes some motorcycles seem spooky 
on wavy surfaces and which makes 
others seem never to go precisely where 
they’re pointed. This condition comes 
about from inadequate frame stiffness 
but also from slop and wear in the 
suspension, bent or misaligned 
suspension and from loose production 
tolerances in some stock forks, axles or 


swingarms. Any or all these things can 
act to screw up a motorcycle’s handling 
and safe feel. 

To. recap, the considerable ground 
I've covered in words and pictures so far 
really can be boiled down and 
condensed into the things you’ll want to 
ponder in selecting or modifying a bike 
for fast road riding. You’re looking for 
something with a taut, responsive 
suspension in a stiff, precisely aligned 
frame and with a set of well balanced 
brakes that match the weight, balance 
and suspension of the bike. You also 
want something which will lean 45 
degrees or better without grounding. 
This is so you can corner easily without 
having to crawl all over the motorcycle 
like I showed you in Part I. Now here’s 


' 


a hooker. Just sitting at rest and leaning 
the bike over, watching to see when 
something touches ground will NOT tell 
you about its ground clearance at speed. 
To realize why look back at Fig. 5 a 
minute. That resolved force R: it’s 
pressing straight down on the 
suspension, right? Now, with trig and 
all, a guy can prove that at 45 degrees, 
all cranked over at speed, that force 
pressing down on the suspension is 
going to be 1.414 times the sprung 
weight which will measurably compress 
the suspension. So a bike that will not 
ground at rest may ground at speed. The 
way to check without going out on the 
road and pressing until you ground 
something and fall off is to use a good 
set of tiedowns or a couple. of chains 


with turnbuckles to jack the suspension 
down a couple inches front and rear. 
Then lean the bike and look. 

One more thing about cornering 
clearance. Aside from tucking in the 
exhaust, the footpegs and other 
attached hardware, one of the basic 
limiters of cornering clearance is the 
engine itself. Obviously then the 
narrower the engine is in the crankcase 
the better it is for cornering clearance. 
To mount a wide case multicylinder 
engine in a frame so it has good 
cornering clearance you have to mount 
it considerably higher off the ground. 
This, dooby, raises the overall CG of the 
bike with unpleasant effects on a thing 
called “top hamper” which we'll discuss 
more fully in Part V.

To almost the extent of paint 
schemes, motorcycle mechanicals seem 
to be subject to fads. Without a doubt 
the fad of the early 1970s is the reed 
valve. Im the past five years it was the 
rotary valve and now the reed valve is 
sweeping the industry. If you want to 
go fast you got to have a reed valve. 
Want to know why and better yet how? 
Read on. 

Ever wonder why the air filter on 
your piston-port two-stroke gets all 
slimey? Maybe you thought it was 
polution, well it wasn’t, The piston-port 
2-cycle engine draws gas/air mixture 
into its crankcase by the rise of the 
piston and traps it when the piston 
closes. the door on the intake port. 
Obviously as the piston starts its way 
down some of the mixture will escape 
before the piston fully covers the intake 
port. Hence, slimey air filter. 

The first function of a reed valve is 
to prohibit this loss, The reed is kind of 
like a flap blowing in the breeze. When 
the breeze stops (piston) reaches Top 
Dead Center) the reed falls shut and 
then crankcase pressure holds it that 
way. What does that do? Well, your air 
filter might be a little cleaner but 
probably not. But, think of that gas that 
didn’t get away. Oh boy, more 
crankcase pressure, * oh boy, more 
torque, oh boy, better mileage. 

Seems like there could be more 
benefits acrued for all that hassle, 
doesn’t it? Well, there are. Just think of 
how wild you could make the intake 
timing with out losing crankcase 
pressure. Why you could do away with 
piston skirts and carve up the whole side 
of cylinder. Cept, the piston’s still got 


__REED VALVES 


to go up and down and have something 
to guide it. So maybe you should just 
drill a couple of holes in the piston skirt 
and extend the intake port to meet the 
holes. However, that still offers less 
running surface for the piston. The 
more it jets the less you gets (in 
longevity). The other major 
disadvantage to this method is. that 
there is more than a remote possibility 
that you might slip and carve unwanted 
holes in your cylinder, an unhappy 
circumstance. Doing it yourself is not 
recommended. 

Want to have your cake and eat it 
too? Not only can you do it yourself, 
but you can also keep your piston 
perfectly happy in its surroundings. 
Dale Herbrandson of DH Enterprises has 
developed a jig for porting cylinders for 
reed valves. The obvious solution to the 
piston alignment problem is to create a 
whole new port which connects to the 
intake port in the body of the cylinder. 
The method for accomplishing this is 
not quite so obvious. Herbrandson’s 
tool is a cylinder of carbonized steel 
which has aligning slots for a one 
quarter inch drill bit. It drops into the 
cylinder and has an index mark for 
aligning the jib to the cylinder. Then 
you take an electric drill and drill away. 
The-height and angle have already been 
determined for you, Just move the jig 
back and fort slightly to bring each 
boost port out to the proper size. Clean 
up the burrs and the porting is done, It’s 
so fool proof that it almost takes the 
fear out of carving on a cylinder, The 
whole operation can be completed in 
about fifteen minutes. 

Jigs are available from Herbrandson 
for 125 and 250 CZs, 125 or 250 














The jig fits in like so, Attack those two little holes with an electric drill. 








Gas/air passes on through the reeds, through those four holes you see and into the crankcase. 
Then up through the holes in the bottom of cylinder and to the combustion chamber,

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GT 550 suzuki: A Very Civilized Machine 


by John Huetter 

One of the biggest chunks: of the 
American automobile market in recent 
years has been what the ad guys like to 
call “personal” cars. This is a vehicle 
that is kind of sporty, has reasonable 
performance, i.e., more than most 
owners can use anyhow, and is very 
comfortable. It’s the kind of car that is 
more than transportation but makes no 
inroads at all on personal comfort while 
add-on goodies like handling packages 
and walnut veneer dashboards are de 
rigeur. They are just on the “sporty” 
side of plush, You can probably think of 
a half dozen four-wheelers like that. 

Now the Japanese sometimes have a 
little trouble capturing exactly what the 
American buying public really wants, 
with some pretty bizarre results from 
Oriental “aS of Yankee taste. 
Remember the Honda Dream? Stick-on 
fake louvers on side covers are another 
example. 

However, somebody at Suzuki took a 
considered look at what Americans have 
really been into with their machinery 
lately, saw all the fake sports cars and 
Saturday night racers and by Neddy 
Digno, America, you have the GT 550. 

It’s a triple, it has racier styling than 
the 500 Titan that has been Suzuki's 
midweight mainstay, andith nice big 
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disc brake up front. It is also the most 
civilized motorcycle for street riding 
that has come our way in quite a while. 
It is like those “personal” cars: no 
hassle, effortless performance, and more 
power than most owners can reasonably 
use, s 

Everything on it works and 
everything an increasingly demanding 
bike-buying public has come to expect 
is on it. The electric starter is good for 
one jab, is the kick starter when the 
little enrichening lever is swung to the

almost open position. When the motor 
has warmed its innards, one jab without 
the lever will do. Which brings out one 
of the neatest things about the GT 550. 
You can actually reach all the handlebar 
instrumentation, buttons, switches, etc. 
without taking your hands off the grips 
even with small to middling size hands. 
The collection of stuff is less confusing 
than on a lot of similarly equipped 
scooters and it doesn’t take long to get 
accustomed to new and unusual things 
like turn signals that work, a kill switch 
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A street/road machine that combines polish with performance. 


and an audible horn. Tach and speedo 
are in good positions and easy to refer 
to night or day. They bracket the easy 
to reach ignition key. 

The seat is comfortable and long 
enough to stay that way when you're 
packing double. It cushions the old 
gluteus maximus muscles without being 
about it. Peg, seat and 
handlebars seemed to fit about 
everybody who tried sitting on the 
Suzuki, with sizes ranging from 5’7” to 
6'2”. There were no real irritants tò 
rider comfort and convenience on this 
bike; no pesky kickstarters chewing a 
hole in your calf or that sort of thing. 

To cap off all these wonderful 
creature comforts provided by the GT 
550 or, more accurately, basic to them 
all is a fantastically smooth engine. No 
vibration, no dead spots when 
accelerating out and no surges. The first 
reaction of those who rode it, even 
around the block, was inevitably, “It 
sure is smooth.” The behavior of the 
three cylinders and the suspension 
combined to provide a very un-jerky, 
un-bumpy ride. You just dial on the 
throttle, snicking up through the five 
gears in a continuing smooth surge right 
on out to the top end, where it doesn’t 
want to go anymore. The triple, just did 
not want to wind out at high revs and 
seemed most at home between 35 and 
5500 RPM. Maximum torque is 
somewhere way down in the rev range 
(relatively) for a supposed high speed 
street bike. It would barely turn an 
honest 100 MPH and anything above 85 
you had to reach for, but it was right 
quick up to that speed in an unhurried, 
smooth, get-there-with-a-whoosh-rather- 
than-a-racket way. Frankly, it had a 
neat feeling of controllable power. 

The trick thing about the Suzuki 550 
triple, since everybody has to have 
distinctive goodie or else they’d all be 
be very same-looking, ‘is something 
called ram air induction, What this 
ramming thing is, is a squared-off shroud 
over the cylinder heads that conducts 
air through several dozen little tapering 
passages and out the back, Yamaha and 
Suzuki have this same goodie on their 
road racers, and it kind of makes sense 
if you have a slippery fairing on your 
bike and there isn’t too much direct 
airflow to the engine in the first place. 
The Suzuki GT 550 ran plenty cool 
enough...as do most Oreintal multis on 
the street this year. 

The engine was 
decelerating as it was cruising or 
acelerating, however. It produced the 
same light shudder and balking as it 
winds back down to idle as did the 750 
water-cooled Suzuki. Nothing that will 
throw you over the bars, but noticeable. 

The front brake is an excellent 
grabber, No screwing around, good feel 
right to lock-up and strictly a two-finger 
operation. Ironically this same 
accomplished bikestopper was the only 
item that detracted from the GT 550’s 
refined image. It squeaked like a 
castrated mouse. When it was cold; 
when it was hot; when put on lightly; 
when the^ sucker was 
white-kunckle-squeezed, it squeaked. 
People in cars did noticed that you were 
stopping, however. They all turned 
around to see what the noise was, It 
sure got the 500o0rso pounds slowed 
down nicely, though; something the rear 
brake was not up to at all. The back 
drum was weaker, with a mushier feel 
that we'd like to expect on a bike with 
the weight, price and image, of the 550. 

Despite the weight and bulk, it feels 
light in operation and handles like a 350 
around town, (Well, almost). Clutch is 
light, making in-town gear changes easy. 
You don’t get an aching arm after a 
half-hour of city traffic and you don’t 
miss gears. Shifting, with or without the 
clutch, (you: know how it is when 
you’ve been riding motocrossers a lot) 
was positive with a giant shudder when 
kicking it into first from neutral. 
Shifting without the clutch did make 
the bike twitch like something was 
flexing. Our guess was the swing arm. 
Usé the clutch and you don’t notice it 
so much except the big chunk into first 
at a stoplight. 

Overall handling was very predictable 
with some wobble when cornering at 
high speeds; both on and off 
freeway-type surfaces. It didn’t get out 
of hand or feel particularly scary, so 
you just wobble through the high speed 
corners. The biggest restriction to the 
handling was the ground clearance. 
There wasn’t hardly any of it. The most 
“little old lady” road rider on the staff

would grind metal just taking an 
off-ramp from the freeway. A weekend 
ride through the Santa Monica 
mountains produced lots of scrapes and 
sparks without really getting on it that 
hard. Chief offenders seemed to be the 
center stand, the inside pair of the four 
split pipes, and the pegs. It was kind of 
surprising and a little unnerving to find 
out how quickly all that metal would 
ground in the corners. Back off a little 
from the grinding angles and speeds and 
the machine’s handling behavior is 
surprisingly good. It’s civilized, yet 
spirited in keeping with the whole 
“personalized” image of the 550. 

You come away from a day’s riding 
with the impression that the bottom of 
the GT 550 must be V-shaped from the 
left-right metal scraping. Actual 
inspection didn’t indicate anything 
quite that dramatic. Claimed ground 
clearance of 7.5” is exaggerated, to be 
nice about it. 

Access to the most obvious repair, 
replace and replenish components is 
quite good and it looks like most 
maintenance on the machine would be 
simple to accomplish. We never had to 
do a thing to keep it running so didn’t 
explore all the possibilities except to 
visually check the generous capacity oil 
tank and inspect the electrics, most of 
the critical buzz-pop items are centrally 
located under the plastic pop-off on the 
left of the bike. 

The oil tank is under the left side 
cover. The mid-size three didn’t seem to 
use any oil as the level didn’t move by 
more than half an inch in 300 miles. 
Visual testimony to this fact was the 
lack of smoke in start-up or running. 
The metering must have been pretty 
close to correct and the bike maintained 
its very good initial state of tune 
throughout the test. A spark plug check 
confirmed a well-functioning CCI. The 
550 was also sparing of the petrol and 
consistently got over 30 MPG in a mix 
of around town and_ freeway-type 
riding. One check yielded a 32 MPG 
figure and another gave a shade over 34 
MPG, which we considered quite 
acceptable. 

The new “K” model seems to be an 
even more responsibly designed machine 
than its immediate predecessor. As 
mentioned, it hardly smokes at all, even 
when cold and ‘the three-into-four 
exhaust pipe system is very, very quiet. 
Engine noise is also minimal, helped 
somewhat by the ram air shrouding 
which also controls wind noise to some

extent. It is a pleasingly quiet 
motorcycle while not sacrificing 
meaningful street performance. All of 
the Japanese manufacturers seem to be 
increasingly pollution-conscious. 
Whether this is accidental or not, Suzuki 
has managed to come up with a clean, 
quiet midweight that is still a fun bike 
to ride. Again, this supports the. 
hassle-free nature of the GT 550. Add a 
lack of oil leaks; a chain that required 
minimal adjustment but was easy 
enough to work with; nothing terribly 
esoteric or chronically sick with the 
machinery; and you end up riding a 
motorcycle that is also easy to live with, 

It’s a bike for the rider who wants 
500 class performance without 
sacrificing comfort; the rider who is 
secure in his own image and digs things 
that work the way they’re designed to 
work-consistently. 

It is also a bike whose ‘time has 
definitely come. The “cc” displacement 
race has got to end soon before reaching 
totally insane proportions and the big 
bikes can be very expensive not only to 
buy but to keep running. On a little 
scooter, you’re nothing more than a 
moving target on the highway. 

The middleweight machines are 
where it’s at for a motorcyclist who like 
to motor rather than parade. The 
Suzuki GT 5550 is an impressive 
midweight with a reasonable, if not 
completely ideal, match of price, 
precision and performance. Plus it 
comes in blue, green or gold to match 
your helmet, inside of garage of favorite 
touring jacket.

Karma: the force generated by a person’s actions held 
in Hinduism and Buddhism to perpetuate 
trasmigration and to determine his destiny in his next 
existence. (Webster’s Third New International 
Dictionary) Coll.: emotional flavor generated by 
object or person, which has force. (common usage). 
Karma is so strongly represented today in the 
motorcyclists dress and his mount, that it is 
impossible to ignore the force and usefullness of this 
factor. Most people use it as a form of “psyching 
out” the opposition, or just to gain attention. This 
new products section is dedicated to firstly the ability 
to see what does and doesn’t have karma, and 
secondly, how to gain it. 


STEEL 


Starting first with the bike, the essential theme is the 
same as dress: be bizzare. Doing the unexpected 
always generates an aura of knowledge (God knows 
why, but isn’t talking!). For example, take your XL 
250 Honda and add a complete special frame. One 
that is of 4130 steel is mandatory and the addition of 
Timkin steering head bearings and lots of safety wire 
will add immeasureably. A good example is the one 
available from the Cycle Factory, 215 14th St., 
Sacto., Ca., 95814. Now, here’s where the real flavor 
comes: use the stock tank. A few scratches and a dent 
would do even more. 


AND PLASTIC 


Oh, you haven’t got a Honda. You've got a Yamaha? 
OK, turn your stock 360 Yam motocrosser into a 
Vetter custom. From the Fiberglass Works, 328 Inglas 
St., Santa Cruz, Cal. 95060, you can get a one piece, 
fiberglass, tank seat combination. Add a sissy bar and 
of course that magic number, thirteen. It is also 
possible for actions with karma to be functional in 
the end as this tank/seat carries the gas lower on the 
mass and improves handling. Obviously the frame 
would help the Honda in the example before too. 
But, keep in mind that functionality is not the 
essence. Disguised functionality can be. 


AND LIQUID 


Something which is becoming the vogue and may be 
the thing to replace reed valves as the fad of the 70s is 
the oil cooler, What you put an oil cooler on will 
determine the intensity of the karma you can 
develop. On four stroke multis they are ok, but don’t 
do too much. On four stroke singles they are 
somewhat better. If you are completely into the 
search you might fix one up for the transmission on 
your 450 Husky. For the street rider you might make 
a fake shroud for the cylinders of. your Kawasaki 
three and play like its a radiator. In any event you 
can get one with all the neat fittings from Hayden 
Trans-cooler, Inc., Box 848, Corona, Calif. 91720. 


AND AIR 


Another way to develop personal force is to 
demonstrate and have an awareness and appreciation 
for your environment. That includes using the most 
silent silencer, non-leaded paint, low-lead gas, running 
lean for better mileage, and how about an 
anti-pollution device on your racer? While some may 
argue that Andy Granatelli is definently not an 
anti-pollution device and that he has use of little or 
no karma, he does in fact make an anti-pollution 
device. It is called the STP/EGR NOx Emission 
Control System, naturally. The device puts a small 
amount of inert exhaust gas into the intake and 
reduces nitrous oxide emissions by half. Thank Andy 
Granatelli and write: STP, 1400 W. Commercial 
Blvd., Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., 33310. 


CLOTHES MAKE THE MAN 


Dressing properly will also be important in your 
search for karma. The protective clothing has 
potential only if used correctly, The temptation to 
use it frivulously could render it useless or worse. One 
proper method for using it might be to hang it on a 
hangar in your van and make no more mention, Some 
might interpret this as “cool” but there is a subtle 
difference. A person who is attempting flagrant ego 
display will seldom be able to gain strength from his 
actions, In any event you want one, right? Try the 
Tower of London, but remember that this particular 
example belonged to Henry VIII and the suit might 
still hold some of his karma. 


A THOUSAND WORDS AT LEAST MERIT 
A PICTURE 


The most injurious thing you could do with this 
example is to have it on your bookshelf but not have 
read it. In order to gain karma, understand the 
Wankel engine. If you already understand the Wankle 
it might be beneficial to have a copy of the book 
relating to your knowledge. Books are not so much 
store houses of knowledge as reminders. For

AMA Executive Board Vetos 
Anti=Noise Rule for Pro Road Racing 





WESTERVILLE, OHIO, Jan. 4, 1973 — 
By a one-vote margin, tlre 
manufacturer-dominated Executive 
Board of the American Motorcycle 
Association threw out the ruling that 
would set noise limits on motorcycles 
used in professional road racing. 

As enacted by the rider-elected 
Competition Congress last October, the 
rule would have required 250cc noise 
emission to the pain threshold in 1973, 
and 750cc road racers would have had 
to comply for the 1974 racing season. 

Advocates of the noise limit pointed 
out that sound levels now prevalent in 


professional road racing cause 
permanent deafness, drive away 
spectators, and have been the chief 


reason for the cancellation of many 
professional races, including one 
National last season. Their views were

Approaches Six-Figure Mark in

Presenting the sport in a very 
favorable light, the magazine will be 
distributed worldwide in more than 
200,000 guest rooms and have a total 
circulation of more than 1,100,000 
copies, amounting to one of the biggest 


and most positive public relations 
boosts that motorcycling has ever 
received. 


Holiday Inn Magazine is publishing 
six times-a year, so the story will remain 
current for two months. It was written 
by Associate Director Ed Youngblood 
and illustrated from the photo files of 
the AMA News Department. 
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heard and understood by the Congress, 
which voted to bring professional road 
racing in line with all other forms of 
AMA racing which now set decibel 
limits that are tolerable to human 
beings. 

Proponents of the wide-open stinger 
and megaphone policy argued with 
executives to the contrary, that 
spectators are attracted by limitless 
noise, that top speeds might be reduced 
by quieter exhaust systems and that 
some manufacturers’ racing departments 
were unable or unwilling to undertake 
the development necessary to comply 
with the ruling. 

The latter viewpoint prevailed at the 
latest AMA Executive Board meeting, 
and the board exercised its rarely-used 
power to veto the Congress. (See 
editorial opinion in this issue.) 


AMA Membership Card Becomes 
Insurance Binder in 1973 $ 


Attempting to correct the situation 
that has created major financial losses 
for the underwriters of the membership 
insurance in effect at sanctioned 
amateur. events, the 1972 AMA 
Congress has voted to require a current 
membership card tọ bind medical and 


death and dismemberment insurance 
while in sanctioned activity during 
1973. 


Upon investigating the carrier’s loss 
over a two-year period, the Congress 
determined that a lack of control at 
sanctioned events has enabled 
participants to enter without valid AMA 
memberships, to collect on claims not 
resulting from sanctioned activity, or to 
purchase. membership subsequent to 
injury. 

A presentation made to the Congress 
by AMA Insurance’ Administrators 
revealed that the whole program is in 
jeopardy if stronger support is not 
received in the field. 

Consequently, during 1973 a rider 
may purchase AMA membership and 
enter a sanctioned event the same day. 
However, insurance coverage will be in 
effect only for those who have entered 
with a valid, current AMA membership 
card.

So You Want to Ride a Motorcycle?

Ever since I found out I didn’t know 
how to ride a motorcycle, I have wanted 
to learn how. Most people are aware of 
whether they know how to ride or not, 
but since I always assumed I could ride, 
it was quite a revelation to find out I 
couldn’t. 

When I was nineteen, a friend who 
was leaving for a summer in Europe left 
his trusty Honda 90 in my care. Having 
no clutch, the bike was easy enough to 
learn tọ operate, and after an intense 
two-minute training program I was fully 
prepared to take on the busy streets of 
Los Angeles. 

My brief riding career was not 
without incident, however. At one point 
I managed to lay it down in a city 
intersection and performed a beautiful 
dramatic slide through three lanes of 
traffic and into a gas station where the 
high octane pump brought me to an 
abrupt halt. I was unhurt and the bike 
was still running, so I continued on my 
carefree way, congratulating myself on 
my superb riding skill. 

When my friend came to pick up his 
bike, however,* he was somewhat less 
than pleased. 

“What the hell did you do to it?” he 
remarked angrily, and stormed off into 
the sunset. I was crushed, especially 
since I had been nice enough to keep all 
the parts that had fallen off (Cheap 
Japanese junk!) in a paper bag for him. I 
wrote him off as unappreciative of my 
adventurous spirit and let it go at that. 

My Moment of Truth came a few 
years later when I started dating an avid 
dirt rider. A group of us had gone out 
for a day of riding in the desert and 
during a break my friend asked if I 
could ride. I assured him haughtily that 
of course I could ride and confidently 
mounted his Yamaha DT-1A. 

I had a little trouble touching the 
ground, but that didn’t bother me 
nearly as much as the funny little bar 
sticking out near the left hand grip. 
“What’s that?’’ I inquired demurely. 

He replied that it was the clutch, and 
I nodded sagely.. After considerable 
effort I managed to get the bike started, 
nudged it into first, gunned the throttle, 
popped the clutch and fell over. 

I was about to mumble something 
about how I always did that to test the 
balance of the bike, when I heard a 
whirring sound behind me. Turning 
around, I discovered that one of the 
other riders had captured the whole 
incident on movie film. With as much 
dignity as possible, I got up and 
marched back to the van, where I stayed 
huddled for the rest of the day. 

Now that I knew I couldn’t ride, I 
wanted very much to learn how. A few 
months later, when I was out. with a 
group of friends who rode, I bravely 
remarked to a friend that today I 
wanted to learn to ride. 

He looked at me with some 
apprehension, “I don’t know,” he said. 
“Last time I was out here some girl was 
trying to learn to ride and the bike fell 
over on her, The footpeg went right 
through her leg and they took her away 
in an ambulance and everything. She 
was bleeding. something awful’ I 
returned quietly to the van and assumed 
the prenatal position. 

For some unexplainable reason, I still 
wanted to ride, so when I was assigned 
to cover the Yamaha “Learn to Ride” 
Safety Program I was overjoyed. They 
seemed to believe they could teach 
anyone to ride which gave me renewed 
hope. Best of all, they were giving a 
special session for the press at the 
Ambassador Hotel in L.A., which meant 
that the class would not be filled-with 
fourteen year-old hotshoes. The special 
class would be the perfect test for them 
and for me. If they could teach me to 
ride, they really could teach anybody to 
ride. 

The morning of the class, I decked 
myself out in appropriate riding gear: 
boots with hard soles and reinforced 
toes, grubby jeans, and a Buffalo Breath 
rugby jersy. I even borrowed a 
mudspalttered helmet from a friend. 

Walking through the Ambassador, I 
got a few fishy looks from the old ladies 
with the expensive luggage, but I figured 
once I got into the room with all the 
other avid bikers that I would fit right 
in. Wrong. 

When I arrived, the room was filled 
with dozens of nattily dressed ad agency 
types wearing hairsprayed 
just-the-right-length hair. Strategically 
placed around the room were assorted 
living Barbie Dolls, one of whom was 


nice enough to offer to hang up my 
helmet and introduce me to another 
lady from the press. 

The other lady was a very nice 
person from a bi-monthly camper 
magazine who didn’t seem to know 
much about motorcycles except that a 
friend of hers had owned one once. 
When I announced proudly that I was 
with Cycle News (I had been given a 
badge to that effect but had cleverly 
pinned it to the leaves of one of the 
plastic potted plants that were 
decorating the place) she gave me a 
rather blank look. I expalined to her 
that Cycle News was a rock group and 
out biggest hit had been “Leader of the 
Pack” and that seemed to satisfy her. 

About the time my conversational 
partner and | discovered that, aside 
from being women, we had nothing in 
common, we were rescued by the 
Yamaha Motorcycle Division 
Vice-President, Terry Tiernan, who 
proceeded to tell us about Yamaha’s 
“Learn To Ride” Safety Program. 

Since most motorcycle accidents 
occur duting the first few weeks that a 
person is riding, the Yamaha people felt 
it was important that the person just 
learning to ride a bike be given some 
instruction in safe riding procedures so 
that they can have at least a fighting 
chance out on the road. Therefore, 
throughout the next year they will be 
offering weekend riding schools in 
numerous cities throughout the 
country. 

The schools are offered free to 
anyone who wishes to attend, and 
include twelve hours of familiarization 
with motorcycles, instruction on riding 
safety, and suggestions for proper 
protective clothing while riding. Also 
includéd is a personal thirty-minute 
session with a trained instructor during 
which the person actually learns to ride 
a motorcycle. 

Yamaha is so impressed with’ the 
success they have had so far with their 
safety program that they are investing 
close to a million dollars on it in the 
coming year, so it seems to me to be 
more than a “Don’t Kill the Customer” 
Crusade. 

As Tiernan was speaking, some guy 
with a movie camera was getting the 
whole speech on film, which was 
especially strange since he didn’t have 
any sound equipment so he’s going to 
end up with a 15-minute film of 
Tiernanamoving his mouth. I assume it 
will all work out. 

Finally we migrated out to the 
Ambassador hotel parking lot so we 
could see the “Learn to Ride” program 
in action. Our learning bike turned out 
to be a Yamaha 80, which didn’t 
impress me too much since I could 
already ride a 90cc bike but at least this 
one had a clutch. 

The first person the instructor taught 
to ride was a young man who caught on 
very quickly and was soon riding like an 
experienced rider. As it turned out, he 
was. 

A girl standing next to me told me 
that he had been riding for several years. 
So much for that. Next they “taught” a 
girl to ride and she, too, did 
exceptionally well but I found out later 
she was a trail rider. 

Their next guinea pig was a young 
woman who obviously was 
inexperienced. Although she was 
terrified at first she made a valiant 
attempt and did so, well that she 
received, a round of applause at the end 
of the session. 

Then it was my turn. Having covered 
the Joel Robert Motocross School the 
week before, I figured I could not only 
ride the bike with style but maybe even 
give the instructor a few pointers. The 
instructor “was a calm, 
confidence-inspiring young man named 
Jim Evans who seemed unruffled by my 
attempts at bravado. 

He explained where all the controls 
were on the bike and what they did. He 
then suggested that if I ever got into 
grouble on the bike I should always pull 
in the clutch. When I told him that 
sounded pretty unsafe to me, he replied 
that it was a little unsafe but that it sure 
stopped the bike. I countered with the 
remark that Robert never used the 
clutch, 

“Use the clutch,” he replied sternly. 
I used the clutch, 

Before I started, he also reminded me 
not to pull on the front brake too hard, 
or I might get into trouble. “It’s called 
an endo,” I reminded him. He smiled 
but I sensed my brilliant wit was 
wearing a little thin.

At last we got the bike started and I 
was underway. I wobbled a bit a first, 
but he was holding on to the bike so I 
wasn’t too worried about falling over. 
By the time he let go of the bike and let 
me try it on my own I was feeling 
confident and gave it a little more 
throttle, but he discouraged too much 
speed (How fast can you go in first 
gear?) So I concentrated on my turns 
where were, at best, a bit erratic. 

By the end of the ten minute session 
I was executing passable left turns 
(Although I did try to stick my left out 
R»bert-style on one of them and almost 
ran over my foot.) but my right turns 
were less than perfect. Maybe I should 
consider trying Half-mile. 

Although I didn’t feel that the short 
riding session taught me how to ride, it 
did renew my courage and confidence 
so that I felt ready to learn how to ride, 
which I feel is almost as important. 

After my lesson, a few more of the 
ladies tried their luck on the bike while 
the dudes in the double-knit suits stood 
around and watched condescendingly. I 
was quite disappointed that the Yamaha 
people didn’t insist that some of the 
men try to ride the bike, but since the 
whole episode was being photographed 


they apparently decided it wouldn’t 
have been as “cute” to teach a man to 
ride, despite the fact that a lot more 


men than women buy and ride 
motorcycles. 

Following the riding exhibition 
drinks were served upstairs and 


everyone stood around talking to people 
they already knew. 

I was just trying to sneak out the 
door when some man cornered me. “I 
was watching you learn to ride,” he 
said. “You’ve ridden before, haven’t 
you?” I told him I hadn’t. Somehow my 
experience on the Honda several years 
ago didn’t seem worth mentioning. 

“Well then,” he persisted,” How do 
you know all that motorcycle lingo?” 

“I write,” I explained. 

“I thought you had ridden before,” 
he replied smugly. “I can spot ‘em a 
mile off.” 

“Not ride. Write.” I repeated. 

“Right!” he exclaimed, gave me the 
thumbs up sign, and walked away. 
Feeling a little numb after that 
exchange, I grabbed the Yamaha press 
booklet, snatched my muddy helmet off 
the coat rack, and beat a nasty retreat.

A lot of short track in that 
area, producing Robert E. Lee and Mike 
Gerald, the winners of the last two short 
track Nationals at Santa Fe Park near 
Chicago. 

But the Astrodomè may come up 
short when they try and find 
experienced TT riders for the Junior 
match.

In fact, 
consistency was the trademark of this 
class, with Gary Huber (Mnk) taking 
two thirds for third and Frank 
Matthews (Bul), a Kal-Gard sponsored 
rider, taking (you guessed it) two 
fourths for fourth. 

Although the 250 Experts lacked the 
“Gee whiz, look at that guy out in 
front” type: of appeal of the 125ers, 
they more than made up for it in the 
wheel-to-wheel close-quarters 


department. In moto one, Frank 
Giardina (CZ) led briefly whereupon 
Jeff Harriot (Yam) moved in and 
zapped him. Then, with a nifty 
come-from-behind ride, Chris 
Morgenson (CZ) snuck up, snuffed 
Giardina back to third and began 
pestering Harriot. These two had at it, 
back and forth, for three laps, when 
Morgensen finally broke into a clean 
lead and turned it on until the flag. 

The second round looked like an 
upset for the first two laps as Tom 
Zahnter, another Bultaco rider 
sponsored by Kal-Gard lubricants, 
swooped into a sizable lead himself. 
‘Twas not to be, though, as he fell on 
the freshly-watered turf, leaving the lead 
to Morgensen. At this point, many 
people began giggling and pointing at 
the second place rider, Jim Dawson had 
worked up to the No. 2 spot on 
this...this ANCIENT Bultaco Sherpa 
200, and just started flyin’ around. This 
situation was not meant to be either, 
and, in the aforementioned 
close-quarters action, Jeff Harriot 
accidentally rammed the ol’ Bul in the 
shock and tured it into an instant 
lowrider, Dawson. later reported that 
shocks stuck in the depressed position 
are, in fact, detrimental to handling (not 
to mention of rider comfort), and he 
quickly pulled off the track. During all 
thise commotion, Giardina slithered 
into second (to take second overall) 
behind Morgensen, who wound up with 
first.

It did my heart good last evening to 
see the member clubs of District 37 
stand up for themselves and really back 
the AMA against the wall. The last time 
we threatened to seceed was around 
1968. 

That little fight was caused by 
licensing problems and the Dirt Digger 
sanction for Hopetown. It was a spooky 
time for the AMA as they tried to 
control their largest District from 
bolting, and the ground really shook. 
Cooler heads prevailed and we stayed 
with the AMA but we sure got some 
action that benefited the whole 
country. 

This time the complaint is against the 
massive increase in AMA fees this year, 
from $7.00 to $10.00 and for what, the 
average rider is asking. Last night they 
asked. 

Rather pinned into a corner was an 
AMA lawyer, Gene Wirwahn, who 
attempted to show with the aid of 
pretty charts where the money is going. 
I think all of us will go along with the 
increased public relations and qualified 
people to get on top of legislative action 
on state and governmental levels. It’s 
that mandatory insurance that’s the 
main issue. 

Any firm I’ve worked for and others 
I’ve talked with say the same thing, 
there is group insurance but you don’t 
have to pay in to it if you don’t want 
to. The AMA just up and stuffed it 
down our throats, upped the prices and 
dropped the benefits. 

Well, I’ve had my hassles with 
insurance companies and done a bit of 
research on ‘em too and I can’t believe 
that they have lost that amount of 
money from we bike riders. that this 
company says it has. Now for the 
premium we pay, forcefully I'll add 
again, we get pretty darn little. If you 
check out the average dirt motorcycle 
injury, especially in the desert when you 
and puckey bush come to grief, it’s a 
collarbone, leg or arm, maybe a rib or 
two, etc. Now it’s written into the 
insurance that we have a $1,000 
deductible and most injuries treated do 
not cost that much. So to get your 
money out of the policy you have to 
bust your buns but good, and not to 
tempt the fates, God forbid any of us 
do. 

Mr. Wirwahn is a goodlooking young 
lawyer, skilled in court room rhetoric 
which, unfortunately didn’t prepare him 
for walking into the lair of District 37. 
He didn’t have all the answers which I 
believe he should have had and at one 
point lost his temper. 

He unfortunately picked on one of 
our District stewards, John Townsend 
who was asking very clear questions and 
phew, for a minute there I thought we 
were going to have a real brannigan, and 
naturally, I didn’t have my suit of armor 
on, But no one threw anything, our Prez 
Jack Hurley settled things down, I came 
out from under the table and the 
Secretary-Treasurer Roy McElroy 
resumed his seat and off we went again. 

Nothing was settled but the District 
wants all the answers by next month or 
it could be Bye-Bye. To give credit 
where credit is due, Mr. Wirwahn was 
able to give the clubs some answers on 
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the Bureau of Land Management thing, 
but here is what really got me, 

When things were, going hot and 
heavy, the body was told that Mr. 
Wirwahn had not come out here to 
answer questions as to where the money 
went but to speak on the BLM situation 
and the El Cajon M.C. Somewhere there 
was a breakdown in communications 
because everyone in that room had 
shown up for the same reason, to decide 
if the District would stay with the AMA 
or no. I, with my evil little mind, think 
that we saw an attempt for the big 
wheels to re-trench, huddle in a smoke 
filled room and say “My God, what the 
hell are we going to do with District 
372” However, District 37 behaved like 
the gentlemen they are, listened to what 
had to be said on the BLM and 
departed, but not quietly.

It looks like they’re carrying 
Public Relations a bit too far on that 
one, and along with the good programs 
it really beats the drums for the 
insurance and additional coverage you 
can buy. Maybe the best quote I heard 
last night was “Get out of the insurance 
business-and stay with motorcycling.” 
Amen. 

There’s more I could say, but my 
editor doesn’t like to give me too much 
space and along with everyone else I’d 
made some New Year’s resolutions that 
I promptly broke but here are a few I 
hope other people make. 

DAVE ALDANA. Not to fall off once 
in ‘73 unless it’s just for fun, 
DICK MANN. Never give 
thumper and win Daytona again. 
DAVE EKINS. Take tumbling lessons 
from Dave Aldana. 

AMA. Er...you know what you need to 
make resolutions about.

Trials on a classic Goldstar.

MORE NOISE, SAY AMA “OLD 
BOYS” 

What would have been an astonishing 
step toward environmental 
responsibility on the part of American 
motorcycling was stymied recently by 
the all-powerful AMA Executive Board 
when they voted to veto the will of the 
Competitive Congress. The E-Board has 
the power to amend or even veto rules 
made by the AMA Congress, but it 
rarely takes advantage of this power 
unless the AMA staff recommends it, to 
correct minor details overlooked by the 
Congress. 

The case at issue was the rule change 
pad by the 1972 Congress that would 

ave required professional road race 
bikes to emit no more than 92 decibels 
of sound. It would have applied to the 
250cc bikes this season, and the big 
bikes next year. 

Nobody forced the Congress to pass 
this rule. It was done in the spirit of 
responsible rulemaking that has 
characterized recent AMA Congresses. 
The 120-decibel-and-up shrieks of the 
road racers are causing permanent loss 
of hearing both to riders and spectators 
alike. It is only a question of time 
before public authorities step in, as they 
already have in snowmobile racing, to 
put a stop to it. The Congress realized 
this and tried to get our house in order 
before more bad publicity hits the fan. 

Anyone who thinks that at 92 
decibels road racers will sound like 
“Whooshmobiles” ought to get his 
fingers out of his ears and listen to the 
amateur road races some time, The 
“Motown Sound” is still all there. 


What’s missing is the eardrum-shredding 
pain that drives priom off with a 
ead that doesn’t go 
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away for hours. 

I am disappointed in the slight 
majority of heey executives who 
voted against the sound measure. I feel 
certain that in their hearts they thought 
they were acting “for the good of the 
sport”, however misguided they might 
be. On the Congress’ side were’ several 
manufacturers who stood to lose as 
much or more development research as 
those brands which voted to veto. 

The deciding vote was cast, I am 
told, by the AMA President, whose 
opinion may have been swayed by the 
fear that less noise would result in less 
spectators at road races. He should have 
realized, however, that it is impossible 
to attract less spectators than ss road 
race National that he promoted last year 
drew. How many stayed away from his 
race to avoid the pain may never be 
known. 

Unless (and I realize that this 
possibility calls for intense strength of 


character) the E-Board reconsiders its 
decision and votes to reinstate the 
noise-limit rule, it may not be possible 
for the rule to take effect this season, 
since development work on improved 
exhaust systems will suddenly cease 
upon news of the veto. At the very 
least, the Board should reconsider and 
vote to implement the noise limit rule 
beginning next season. 

That will give the holdout 
manufacturers one more year to 
comply, and the sport may yet begin to 
draw the repeat spectators, 

For the good of the sport, this 
Congress ruling must prevail. When and 
if it does, I hope that the AMA makes 
maximum use of the opportunity to 
generate some good publicity for 
motorcycling in the public media,

COUNTERFEIT STICKIES 


Several weeks ago, we were informed that some off-roaders were displaying ‘green 
stickies’ which although similar to those issued by the Dept. of Motor Vehicles, read 
“Counterfeit Off Highway” in Jieu of “California Off Highway”’. We sort of laughed 
and found it amusing, much in the same vein as humorous bumper stickers and the 
like. We didn’t believe for a moment that anyone would display one of these 
counterfeit stickies with the intent to deceive law enforcement officials. 

Then recently, our telephone began ringing itself off the wall from various state 
officials who had received reports from the field indicating the use of ‘counterfeit 
stickies’, and most certainly with the intent to deceive. In what has to be a play on 
words, the December 5th issue of Cycle News carried an advertisement proclaiming 
“GENUINE GREEN STICKIES only $2.00 to Genuine Co., etc’... 

Before you dig out that issue and your two dollars, you had better consider the 
consequences: 

1. If your bike is street-licensed or displays a legal “‘green stickie”, you can display 
a ‘counterfeit green stickie” as a form of humor. 

2.1f your bike is not street-licensed and/or does not display a legal ‘green stickie’ 
the presence of a ‘counterfeit green stickie’ can be presumed to be an ‘intent to 
deceive’. 

3.If your bike falls in the foregoing category (Number 2) and you are 
apprehended riding in an area where a legal ‘green stickie’ is required, you may be in 
a “world of hurt’! First, you will undoubtedly be cited for violation of the Off 
Highway Vehicle Act and be subject to heavy fines on a Misdeamor Charge. 
Secondly, you are also subject to citation for the Felony of violating Section 4463 of 


the Vehicle Code, which reads: 
SECTION 4463: Every person who, witheintent to defraud, alters, forges, counterfeits, or falsifies 
any certificate of ownership, registration card, certificate, license or special plate or permit 
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provided for by this code or any comparable certificate of ownership, registration card, 
certificate, license or special plate relating to motor vehicles provided for by any foreign 
jurisdiction or who alters, forges, counterfeits, or falsifies any such document or plate with intent 
to represent the same as issued by the department or who alters, forges, counterfeits, or falsifies 
with fraudulent intent any endorsement or transfer on a certificate of ownership, or who with 
fraudulent intent displays or causes or permits to be displayed or have in his possession any 
blank, incomplete, canceled, suspended, revoked, altered, forged, counterfeit, or false certificate 
of ownership, registration card, certificate, license or special plate or permit or who utters, 
publishes, passes, or attempts to pass, as true or genuine, any of the above named false, altered, 
forged or counterfeited matters knowing the same to be false, altered, forged or counterfeited 
with intent to prejudice, damage, or defraud any person is quilty of a felony and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by imprisonment in the state prison for not less than one year or more 
than 14 years, or in the county jail for not more than one year.” k 

As mentioned earlier, state officials are not looking upon this matter in a 
humorous vein. Their comments to me were that they intend to prosecute to the 
fullest extent of the law, making examples of anyone caught violating Section 4463. 
PERSONAL OPINION 

My personal opinion is that we should stop fighting this program and support it, 
instead. Without our fees, there will be no funds for the needed mechanical park 
facilities and trail systems. 

With respect to the ‘green stickies’, if I couldn’t afford the legitimate stickie I 
would ride and hope that I didn’t get caught. I would do this with the full relization 
that getting caught would cost me more than four ‘green stickies’ at the very least. 

BUT, I certainly would not display a ‘counterfeit green stickie’ because neither I 
nor my family can afford a one-to-fourteen year tour of duty in the state prison. 

I would much rather put $13 with the $2 fee for a ‘counterfeit green stickie’, and 
get the real thing. Then, that way, my fellow riders wouldn’t be looking down their 
aoa at me, knowing that I had shirked my responsibility to those who have paid the 
ce:

LEARN TO RIDE

Once safely at home, I looked 
through the press booklet Yamaha had 
given -us and although most of the 
literature contained in it was similar to 
that in the talk, given at the reception, 
the booklet also contained some 
pictures, presumably taken at a previous 
“Learn to Ride” school. What bothered 
me about these pictures was that all but 
one of them showed someone doing 
something unsafe on a motorcycle. 

Since these pictures are supposedly 
for press release, I found them even 
more inappropriate. Somehow I cannot 
help but question the sincerity of an 
organization who would release such 
pictures as examples of how to ride. 

Despite these reservations, I tend to 
support the Yamaha “Learn to Ride” 
program, or at least the thinking behind 
it. Those strange little men who compile 
statistics are predicting that over 2300 
people will die in motorcycle accidents 
in the U.S. next year and many more 
will sustain serious injuries. 

These are not just numbers; these are 
real people who will die. And most of 
these accidents could be easily 
prevented. Many motorists are not even 
aware when a motorcycle is near them 
on the road, and thanks to the choice 
reputation the mass media has given to 
bikers, a few of the ones who do see a 
cyclist wouldn’t fell all that terrible if 
they did hit one. 

Some people who drive cars are also 
under the misconceptions that a 
motorcycle can stop on a dime and that 
since they don’t use up a whole lane it is 
perfectly acceptable to pull into a lane 
that is already occupied by a 
motorcycle, 

In any collision between a car and a 
motorcycles there’ no doubt who’s 
going to lose, so it is up to the 
motorcyclist to defend himself from 
any such confrontation. The only way 
to do that is to have as much skill and 
experience as possible before getting out 
on the road. 

Even the Department of Motor 
Vehicles is no great help. To get a 
license: to ride on the street in California 
you only need to take the written test 
plus demonstrate your ability to start, 
stop, make right and left turns, and shift 
gears. I can do that now but I would no 
more ride a bike on the street than play 
Russian Roulette with six cartridges in 
the gun. 

Too many people ride bikes on the 
street before they know what they’re 
doing (As I did on the Honda 90.) and 
end up getting creamed. 

Schools like the one Yamaha is 
introducing can increase people’s 
awareness of safety proceedures and 
better prepare them for the situations 
they may face their first times on the 
road. 

If, by teaching safer riding to 
beginning. motorcyclists, Yamaha can 
prevent just one rider from being killed 
this coming year, I thing their million 
dollars has been well spent.

Kit. The kits are not here yet but the 
pistons are. You can get them from 
your local Hodaka dealer. These pistons 
are a one Dykes ring piston with the 
ring pin in the center of the back of the 
piston. By using this piston you can 
machine two boost ports on any angle 
into the top of the intake port. Refer to 
Diagram No. 3. 

These boost ports, as in Diagrams 2 
and 3, will have to be machined in by a 
machinist or can be done by us. Cost for 
machining the boost pòrts and piston 
for you is $25. 

Now this Dykes piston has a third 
port just under the ring (More about 
this third port piston later.) but I don’t 
see how this port can hurt the 
performance of your reed-valved engine. 

You’ve all seen reed valve pistons 
at one time or another. Some of them 
look like a piece of Swiss cheese. When 
you drill a piston like that, it’s just a 
matter of time before it’s going to break 
and invite your engine out to lunch. 

Big holes, square holes, long holes, 
fat holes, more holes. They may 
improve horsepower but I haven't been 
able to prove it on the dyno. 

What I do know is that if you drill 
the piston as per Diagram No, 4 and 
polish the holes to help prevent cracks, 
it will give you good performance 
without much worry of piston breakage. 
This is the way Iran Jeff Jeffries’ desert 
bike for awhile. 

HEAD MODS 

Without getting complicated with a 
bunch of compression ratio figures, just 
mill .040 thousandths off the head for 
Stage I porting, and .060 for the 
“Expert” porting. If compression ratio 
is too high, engines overheat and seize. 

Now, as mentioned before, the 
Combat Dykes piston has a cast-in third 
port. 

All anybody can do is guess how the 
Combat cylinder looks. I know that it is 
an alloy cylinder so it will run cooler, 
with a cast-in port in the back of the 
cylinder that will probably look like 
Diagram No. 5. 

Two third ports, as in Diagram No. 6, 
is what I use with the Wombat Dykes 
piston. They can be ground into your 
stock cylinder. The increase, in 
horsepower would be somewhere 
around 15%, 

I use a third port like this, without 
the reed valve, for my better riders and 
Experts. 

You can bet that the Combat Kit 
cylinder, when it comes out, will be 
very fast. A little pipey maybe, but a 
good high horsepower bolt-on kit. 

“E.C.” pipes for your Wombat can 
be had from your local Hodaka dealer. 
These pipes, high or low, have been 
dyno-tuned and race track-proven for 
the 125cc Wombat. 

The alloy top ends that you see on 
the test bikes are bigger than the 
Combat Kit will be. We designed them 
that way because we wanted cooling so 
that in long races horsepower would be 
maintained without loss due to heat. 
One more step that was taken is that 
both engines have been treated with 
Kal-Gard. 

Kal-Gard is a new process for the 
motorcycle rider who wants that extra 
little edge. It’s a coating which is a 
cooked-in chemical that lowers engine 
temperature by 20% and ases 
friction by 10%. Extensive dyno tests 
have been run to back up these figures. 
(More details can be had by contacting 
Kal-Gard, 7118 Gerald Avenue, Van

997-1673.) 

Jeff Jeffries’ desert bike has a 140cc 
engine. (You wasn’t ready for that, was 
you?) In the desert, this bike can hold 
its own against the best of the 250cc 
bikes. 

Tony Rogers’ bike has a 125 mill. 
Both bikes use Bing carbs: 30mm in 
size. 

Each alloy top end is built for the 
rider who wants a special engine. 
Whether it’s a 140cc engine for desert 
racing and enduros, or for the rider who 
wants to beat his buddies’ 250’s and 
400’s out there on the trail riding party. 

The stock trans, which was left in 
Val’s Steen’s 100, has a wide ratio 
gearbox which was built with the 
enduro rider’s needs in mind. Fifth gear 
is an overdrive, allowing a high cruising 
speed on the roads. In Jeff’s desert bike, 
I used a Super Rat transmission. 

Tony’s motocross bike has the old 
90cc close ratio gearbox. With third, 
fourth and fifth gear very close to each 
other, it makes gearing on tight tracks 
easier to set up and on an engine that’s a
